He ate little and discoursed 
of rare dishes at the table. My dear 
little friend said nothing till "John" had 
left the next morning, but she then con- 
fided to me what a bad effect such a 
visitor had on her husband. 


"He feels badly all the time because 


he cannot give me the luxuries I was 
accustomed to aa a girl, and now he will 
be glum and moody for days." 


Sure enough, when night came, the 


husband's brow was clouded, he apolo- 
gized for the Bmallness of the room, 
spoke sharply to the children, 
and 


though no reference was made to the 
guest of the previous evening, we felt 
Kia shadow darkening the bright little 
home. 


A few evenings later another gentle- 


man came home with John, but, though 
a stranger to all but his host, he was so 
genial, so glad to rest in "a real home," 
•o delighted with the supper—"theso 
cookiea were just the kind he had when 
a boy"—they tasted like old timea, took 
such kindly notice of tbe children, and, 
in short, was so thoroughly bent on see- 
ing tbe best of everything, that we all 
sat up later than usual, and for days hit 
words of appreciation and praise bright- 
ened and cheered ua. Now, I am sure, 
this second guest was sincere; I have 
heard since of his wealth and the luxu- 
ries to which he ia accustomed; but, just 
because he enjoys above all else making 
those about him happy, that man can be 
happy himself in any home. 


This same friend had an admirable 


way of managing her boys. I suppose 
every mother finds that when two or 
three boys occupy the same room they 
will romp and "carry on." till at hist 
some one is hurt or all three are quar- 
reling. To my surprise the Mabieboya 
were as quiet as mice. At first I said to 
myself, "thia is company behavior," but 
I was eoon an old friend with the chil- 
dren, yet still the morning dressing was a 
quiet affair and the three boys came 
down with clean hands and faces, and 
hair which, if not parted, was .at least 
brushed. 
"It's a new plan I've tried," explained 


my friend, "I give them each a penny 
for every quiet morning but if any quar- 
reling is Tieard every boy forfeits hie 
penny, while if any one comes down 
without having attended to hia washing 
and hair, that one forfeits his penny. 


These boys had five cents a week be- 


aides, but each time they forgot to hang 
up their hata or left their plaything! 
about they forfeited a penny, and if they 
disputed the point with their mother, 
they forfeited still another. I must say 
the plan worked admirably, and beaidei 
the children had their own pocket-money 
for kites and marbles. 


It is amusing and rather alarming to 


see how thoroughly grown people are 
weighed and tested by the children of 
the neighborhood. I was much pleased 
with a lady who called upon me at the 
Mabiea; we happened to talk of the man- 
agement of children and from her con- 
versation she seemed full of sympathy 
and unselfishness toward them. 


"You just ought to hear her call her 


Jimmy in," said Jack Mabie, "she seema 
mad to see him having a good time I 
Well, I'm glad I happened to come to 
this house when I was a baby, for most 
all the other mothers pull boys around 
and forget to say please 1"

United States engineer says the dele- 
terious effects of depositing sawdust in 
the Mississippi by the Minneapolis saw- 
mills are evident to the most casual 
observer, and are perceptible as far down 
the river as Lake Pepin. A veteran 
steam-boater says that a bar formed of 
sawdust and sand ia worse than one of 
rand alone, aa the latter will wash out, 
but nothing except dredging will remove 
the sawdust. Twenty years ago, we are 
told, when a boat could cross the lower 
rapids of the Upper Mississippi, it could 
get to St. Paul on the same stage of 
water, but now it cannot get above 
Prescott on account of bars formed of 
sawdust and sand. When n boat gets 
aground on one of these bun auJ stirn it 
up, it is plain to see it is computed of 
sawdust.

Mus Hamilton, in her book on educa- 


100, mentions the instance of a boy so 
•ery neglectful that he could never be 
>rought to read the word patriarchs, but 
whenever he met with it he called it 
jartridges. It could hardly be considered 
i mere piece of negligence, for it ap- 
jeared to her that the boy, in calling 
hem partridges, was making game of the 
patriarchs.

contained in the same phrase, for to 
make game of the patriarchs is to laugh 
at them, or to make game of them is, by 
a very extravagant and laughable sort 
of ignorance of words, to rank them 
among pheasants, partridges and other 
such delicacies which the kw takes 
under its protection and calls game; and 
the whole pleasure derived from the pun 
consists in the sudden discovery that 
two such different meanings are referable 
to one form of expression 
I have very little to gay about puns;
